I'm sure you have plenty of resources available, but if you need or 
want any help on the NHANES points, please let us know. With our 
encouragemnt, Terry Carlson attended a meeting last year at the 
National Library of Medicine at which NHANES-III was discussed and 
he brought back lots of handouts. Loreen McAlpin, who works with me, 
has copies of all of them (as does Terry, of course). I'm also reminded 
that, after reviewing the material, I wrote an internal memo to describe 
some of the data that is being gathered that could impact us on the ETS 
(and primary) issue. (If I can find a copy, i'll send it to you.) Among 
these are: their cotinine data should establish a definitive misclassification 
rate for the US population; they are also measuring VOCs in blood (e.g., 
benzene) - this will allow them to look for correlations with cotinine (as a 
surrogate for active or ETS exposure); likewise for blood cadmium; they will 
also be generating the best data set on confounders - e.g., relationship 
between dietary composition vs. smoking and nonsmoking households. That's 
all I remember off the top of my head. You should also be alert to the fact 
that NHANES-III data collection (23,000 people) will continue into 1994 and 
it will be a long time before the data tapes are made widely available. 

Papers are still being published today in which people are analyzing data 
from NHANES-I or II. (The CIAR confounders study by Matanoski was preceded 
by her analysis of such data to convince herself that a full-scale study 
was warranted. In fact the CIAR study would be unnecessary if NHANES-III 
data were already available, but we don't expect that to happen until, at 
least, later this decade.)
